George Washington University is beginning a new era.

Sixty-nine Per Cent Increase Is Rep. 

I'stered Over Last Year’s Session 
in Law School and Columbian 

The George WasUngton University 
has compieted one or the most success- 
fui summer schoois in its history, for 
which due credit must be given to the 
professors for their untiring efforts in 
behalf of the University. 

In Columbian College there was a 
record enrollment of 434 men and 348 
women, making a total registration of 
782, which is an increase of 69.6 per 
cent over the net registration of the 
1919 session. 

The registration at the Law School 
was 23 women and 247 men, making a 
total of 270, which is an increase of 
30.3 per cent. Of this number 41 were 
students who had never before regis- 
tered for law. 

No session was held at the Medical 
or Pharmacy Schools because of the 
complete renovation of the buildings 
and the addition of new equipment. 

The increase in the summer enroll- 
ment of the entire University for the 
session Jusf completed as compared 
with the registration of 1919 is 57.4 
per cent.
